WALLACE, Idaho, April 24-—Hope 
that the 14 miners entrapped by fire 
in the workings of the Hecla silver 
Head mine at Burke seven miles from 
here, were still alive and would be 
rescued from their prison on the lower 
levels, was expressed by a newspaper 
correspondent, who returned from the 
mine this morning. 
He declared that the imprisoned men 
are believed to he in the star workings 
two miles from the Hecla main shaft. 
A ir compressors were working, H 
wap declared to clear the air of the 
star workings of any gas or smoke 
that might have penetrated to that 
part of ther mines and early this morn­ 
ing the fire pumps were started. 
Twenty hefmeted men of the United 
States mine forces were on the ground 
and ready to go in as soon as condi­ 
tions permit. 
If the men still in the mine re­ 
mained in the star workings, mine 
men declared they were confident they 
were in no great danger. The belief 
was expressed that the fire would be 
confined to the Hecla mine proper! 
and that present 
measuress 
would 
bring it under control shortly. 


’ WALLACE, fdaho, April 24—Hope 
of rescuing alive fourteen men, en­ 
trapped below the 1,800 foot level of 
the Hecla mine, near here, virtually 
has been abandoned this morning. 
Rescue workers were unable to give 
any estimate at this hour as to when 
the entombed miners probably would 
be reached. 
Three men were brought out alive 
from the 1,000 foot level after fire, 
breaking out in a pump station at the 
2,000 foot level, had imprisoned the 
17 members of the night crew on the 
lower levels.

The remainder of the night crew, 
numbering in all about 100 men, ac­ 
cording to estimates, made their es­ 
cape.

Three rescue crews of 12 men each 
are working in shifts in an effort to 
reach the men still in the mines. They 
^ are in charge of K. T. Starks. Half 
are employed under ground and the 
remainder on the surface. 
* 
A revolving nozzle was taken into 
the mine this morning for use against 
the flames. The rescue workers said 
they had been unable to make any 
considerable headway against the fire, 
which was reported burning fiercely. 
They had not been abl# to determine 
bow extensive the blaze had become, 
except that it seethed to be general 
below the 1600 foot level. 
Reports from the miners expressed 
fear that timering of the mine below 
the 1600 foot level was afire and that 
the entire structure was in danger 
of collapsing. 
After the fife was discovered 
at 
11:80 last night, Mr. Starks made two 
trips to the 2,000 foot level but was 
forced out by the heat and gas. He 
did succeed, however, in installing the 
revolving nozzle ip the main shaft.

ASKS JUSTICE 
FOR THE SENATOR 


Defense Counsel Says 
Wheeler Hired As 
‘Fighting Lawyer’ 


(Associated Press) 
GREAT FALLS, Mon. April 24—The 
trial of Senator Burton K. Wheeler 
on charges of illegaPy appearing be­ 
fore the interior department, enter­ 
ed the last lap here today when ar­ 
guments to the jury were begun. 
District Attorney John;* Slattery, 
Wheeler’s prosecutor, was the * first 
man to address the 13 men who will 
repder a verdict. 
The prosecutor warned the jury 
against “sympathy and 
prejudice,” 
declaring them to be ‘the enemies of 
justice.” V 
“The mere fact that Senator Wheel­ 
er holds a high office should not de­ 
ter you for one moment from doing 
your full duty,” 
' 
“No man, however high, m above 
the law. 
Even presidents may be 
impeached in this land of ours. There 
is no room for kings or tyrants. 
‘If you want to arrive at the decis­ 
ion that he is not guilty, say so In 
your verdict,” the prosecutor contin­ 
ued, “but I submit to you that the 
government has been fair in this case 
and that it has proved everything 
with which Wheeler is charged.” 
“Why did Gordon Campbell (Wheel­ 
er’s client) go to Butte to get a law­ 
yer,” asked Mr. Slattery. “It was be­ 
cause Wheeler had been elected to 
the senate. 
Because he could wield 
influence. 
The $10,000 retainer fee 
was for the use of his senatorial in­ 
fluence. 
‘Senator Wheeler frankly admitted 
that he said he would take up a per­ 
mit when he got to Washington. That 
was the Lincoln permit. 
Something 
had to he done about it, and it was 
Wheeler’s own admission that he was 
going to do it himself and the testi- 
money shows he took it up 
mighty 
fast after he got there.” 
When Mr. Slattery had finiidpd, 
W. W. O’Leary gf the defense counsel 
began his statement to the jury. 
“I am surprised that the district 
attorney did not say to you that he 
was misled and that he would refuse 
to prosecute your senator by the testi­ 
mony of a perjurer,” said Mr. 0 ‘Leary. 
Mr. O’Leary spoke at length on the 
merits of the receivership suit brought 
against Campbell’s oil syndicate by 
L. C. Stevenson, a rival operator, and 
declared that ‘Campbell’s object in 
employing Senator Wheeler was 
to 
get a fighting lawyer.” He said Camp­ 
bell had been playing a losing game 
because of his attorney’s willingness 
to compromise their cases. ^

The Tri-Cities Daily an­ 
nounces that power generated at Wilson Dam soon will 
he available. 
The Tri-Cities Daily says: 
“The announcement Saturday that the U. S. Engineers 
office at Wilson Dam has cajjed for bids on the construc­ 
tion of a transmission line from the power house to U. S. 
nitrate plant No. 2, including the installation of circuit 
breakers and other apparatus, brings out the, fact that 
power from the dam will be available at a very early 
date.” •

After describing the character of the work remaining 
to be done at the dam, the newspaper continues; 
“The officers assigned to the project, under the direc­ 
tion of Col. George R. Spalding, corps of engineers, are 
well pleased with the progress of construction and state 
that power can be delivered on July 1, provided the aec-
